’Ministers must wake up,” says 
Mr. Edmonds, “It is a manufac- 
turing crisis on a scale not seen 
Since the darkest days of 
Thatcherism.

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A PENDLE, Lancashire, church was 
firebombed while worshippers held a bi- 
ble study inside early in April.

A WHITE farmer, David 
Stevens, 50-years-old and father 
of four, was dragged from his 
home then beaten, tortured and 
shot as government-sponsored 
thugs in Zimbabwe intensify 
their campaign to rid the coun- 
try of its white population. 

He was the first to die as black

THE BNP’s local election vote 
rose considerably at the polls 
this year, with some particu- 
lar successes. 

Hertfordshire activists 
showed that there is growing 
concern over the prospect of 
multiculti London spreading 
northwards by taking 7 per 
cent and 8.6 per cent in 
Cheshunt.

VOTES for the British National 
Party in London increased dra- 
matically in the May 4th GLA 
elections. 

BNP mayoral candidate Michael 
Newland won 33,569 first pref- 
erence votes in addition to 45,337 
second preference votes. That 
means no fewer than 78,906 Lon- 
doners voted for a British National 


NICK GRIFFIN, the Chairman 
of the British National Party, has 
just returned from a five day 
visit to Washington DC, capital 
of the United States. This in- 
cluded the first ever speech by 
a leader of the BNP to the par- 
ty’s American Friends. 

The main meeting was a great 
success, with 70 people attend- 
ing despite the fact that it took 
place on an Easter weekend, 
which many Americans tradi- 
tionally spend with their fami- 
lies. The enthusiastic audience 
heard a number of informative 
and inspiring speeches. 

First came top US nationalist 
civil liberties lawyer, Kirk Ly- 
ons, head of the Southern Le- 
gal Resource Center, who spoke 
about the growing success of 
moves to build a coalition to 
defend the traditional use of the 
Confederate ‘Stars and Bars’ 
flag in the official flag of the 
state of South Carolina. 

A white ‘buy-in’, called to 
counter a shopping boycott de- 
clared by the anti-white racists 
of the Communist-founded 
NAACP, had attracted around 
8,000 people, with all sorts of 
different groups burying their 
differences and working to- 
gether to protect their heritage. 

Roy Armstrong, an American 
with close connections to the 
National Democratic Party of 
Germany, followed Mr. Lyons. 
Mr. Armstrong gave an insight

many, warning his audience of the 
dangers to freedom posed by po- 
litically correct bigotry. 

Nick Griffin provided the key- 
note speech, and had the audience 
by turns shocked, thoughtful, de- 
lighted, outraged and amused in 
the course of a talk that lasted 
more than an hour. The enthusi- 
astic reaction of all present was 
expressed in the collection, which 
raised nearly $900, despite the 
fact that everyone present had also 
paid to attend the meeting. 

Mr. Griffin gave a brief over- 
view of his own 26-year involve- 
ment in British nationalism, and 
of the history to date of the BNP. 

He followed this with a cool as- 
sessment of the prospects for the 
cause in the future, elsewhere in 
the world as well as in Britain and 
the USA. The audience were par- 
ticularly pleased to hear that he 
regards the struggle for white 
rights and white survival as a glo- 
bal one, and that a future British 
National Party government would 
do its utmost to promote similar 
movements in other countries. 

The internationalists are push- 
ing their globalist, multiracist 
agenda on a worldwide basis, so 
a victory for nationalism in just 
one country - although inevitable 
- will not be enough. We have to 
win not just in two or three Euro- 
pean countries like Austria and 


The party’s slate of candidates 
for the Greater London Assem- 
bly did even better, gaining the 
support of 47,670 Londoners in 
a low turnout. This was 2.73 per 
cent of the vote, which meant that 
the British National Party’s aim of 
Saving our deposit was met - win- 
ning back the £5,000 deposit. 

Even more significant is how 
this compares with last year’s Eu- 
ropean election, where London- 
ers also had the chance to vote 
BNP. Last June, 17,960 of them 
did so, giving the party 1.57 per 
cent of the poll. Although the 
overall vote is still not huge, the 
83 per cent improvement in 
less than a year is quite dramatic 
and shows that we’re moving in 
the right direction. 

Another welcome feature of the 
London result was the ease with 
which the British National Party 
defeated the anti-EU pressure 
group the UK Independence 
Party, whose vote slumped by 
more than two-thirds to 1.9 per 
cent despite a party political 
broadcast on television. 

The BNP has opposed Britain’s 
membership of the European Un- 
ion throughout its 19 year history,

Independence Party, the BBC gave UKIP a party 
political broadcast, but had no intention of giv- 
ing one to the BNP. 

Despite the fact that the five million BNP elec- 
tion addresses delivered to Londoners gave vot- 
ers a real choice on the key issues of asylum 
seekers, anti-white racism, effective policing and 
the retention of the Section 28 rule against ho- 
mosexual propaganda, the ‘right-wing’ Tel- 
egraph, Mail and Sun all contrived to give their 
readers the impression that there was no party 
standing that represented the majority mainstream 
view on these matters. That is typical of the way 
in which the liberal-fascists in the media have 
worked for years to deny the British people a 
real choice and to suppress 
the nationalist alternative. 

The liberal media monopoly 
makes a mockery of democ- 
racy, and is the biggest single 


popular resistance to the dis- 
astrous multiracial and 
globalisation ‘experiments’ 
that have been forced on Brit- 
ain by the old party politicians.
